As this paper was put together 
Tuesday night after the big snow, 
both police and the Greenbelt 
Public Works Department were 
calling the day somewhat un- 
eventful. Public works crews 
managed to keep on top of the 
snowfall, estimated to be from 
eight to 12 inches and roads re- 
mained open and passable, al- 
‘though cars parked along the 
curb were blocked by huge piles 
of plowed snow. Public works 
crews worked well into the night 
pushing snow off the pavement 
wherever possible. 

In charge of the removal op- 
erations were Acting Superinten- 
dent of Operations William 
Phelan and Street Foreman Gene 
Diest. Trucks first began opera- 
tion at 4:30 Tuesday morning. 
By lunch time, close to 30 
crewmembers were on the job. 
A fleet of seven trucks with 
plows and salt, and 12 other 
trucks with plows only were in 
operation. Some drivers were 
out for more than 12 hours, with 
breaks. During the day there 
was one crewmember in each 
truck. At night, another rider 
was added to help with visibility 
problems and with conversation. 
Volunteers, including other city 
personnel, were expected to ride 
along. As in the past, once snow 
falls slowed down, the crew be- 
gan taking shifts with breaks for 
sleep. 

Besides the trucks, two small 
tractors were used for sidewalk 
cleaning and some crewmembers 
used shovels. Sidewalks at or near 
public buildings were cleared. 


Council OK’s Speed Watch, 
Tightens Noise Ordinance

Before the Greenbelt City 
Council’s regular meeting got 
under way at 8 p.m. on January 
24, Mayor Judith Davis and 
council members gathered on the 
street outside the Municipal 
Building to inspect the newly- 
acquired street sweeper and the 
_ new police mobile data terminal 
installed in a city police car 
parked nearby. Davis climbed 
up into the cab of the huge 
sweeper, the cost for and use of 
which will be shared in a novel 
arrangement by the four cities of 
Greenbelt, College Park, Berwyn 
Heights and New Carrollton. 

The mobile data terminals are 
expected to increase officer 
safety, enabling police officers to 
check license tag information in- 
stantly without having to com- 
municate with the police dis- 
patcher. Later, the city was pre- 
sented with a check for $1,500 
for the purchase of 20 “reversing 
aid” devices in police cars which 
will also enhance officer safety. 
The check was presented to the 
city by Fitzroy Smith on behalf 
of the Local Government Insur- 
ance Trust. 
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City refuse service picked up 
curbside debris on Tuesday. The 
department planned to pick up 
both Tuesday’s and Wednesday’s 
routes on the next day. 

No trees were reported down. 
There was no known damage to 
city property and no accidents 
with equipment as of Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 

The Public Works Department 
was receiving its usual comments 
that Greenbelt roads were gener- 
ally in better condition than in 
other areas, something that many 
Greenbelters have come to expect 
and take for granted — at least 
until they travel out-of-town. On 
Tuesday night, News Review 
staffers found the roads well 
cleared, many to the curb, but a 
little slick in places with packed 
snow. 

On Tuesday, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin, warmly 
dressed and ready for action, rode 
along with a public works driver 
in a salt and plow truck. On 
Wednesday, he told the News Re- 
view, “In Greenbelt the public 
works crews did an excellent job 
of staying ahead of the storm. All 
streets today have been kept pass- 
able and travel, for the sizeof the 
storm, “is relatively easy.” 

McLaughlin noted, that the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center was 
closed because “we were unable 
to maintain staff during the 
storm.” “However, both the Recre- 
ation and Community Centers 
were kept open on Tuesday until 
6 p.m. Only the News Review re- 
mained open in its Community 
Center quarters where an almost 
full staff carried on their after- 
noon and evening operations, put- 


Speed Watch Program 

Council approved the public 
awareness proposal presented by 
Police Chief James Craze to es- 
tablish a Neighborhood Speed 
Watch Program similar to that of 
Rockville. Under the program, 
residents may borrow a radar 
gun from police and collect li- 
cense tag numbers of speeders, 
after which the police depart- 
ment will send a letter to the 
registered owner of the speeding 
vehicle to encourage future com- 
pliance with the law. No fines or 
citations are involved. 

Noise Control Ordinance 

Passed 

The agenda for the meeting 
was a full one. On second read- 
ing, a revised ordinance tighten- 
ing noise control measures had 
full consensus and was adopted 
quickly and unanimously. One 
of the new provisions makes 
property owners responsible for 
noise violations committed by 
tenants. Fines were set at $100 
for first violation, $250 for sec- 
ond violations arid $500 for sub- 
sequent violations. There is no 
provision in the ordinance relat- 
ing to lawn equipment.

This reporter carried out her du- 
ties by telecommuting. 

It was a quiet day for the po- 
lice because most everybody was 
snowed in. “Because people kept 
their cars off the roads, there 
were a minimum number of acci- 
dents,’ said Officer George 
Mathews, spokesperson for the 
Greenbelt Police Department. He 
explained that officers “doubled- 
up” using four wheel drive ve- 
hicles obtained from the city’s 
Code Enforcement Office. This 
enabled officers to make their 
rounds in all sections of the city. 

Mathews reported that there 
were several domestic calls and a 
weather-related death on Tuesday. 
A 48-year-old Bowie man col- 
lapsed while shoveling snow in 
the parking lot of 7800 Walker 
Drive. The Berwyn Rescue Squad 
transported the man to the hospi- 
tal where he was pronounced 
dead. 

This was the third snow re- 
moval operation for the crew 
within a week. On Tuesday, 
Januafy 18, crews worked over- 
time to keep streets passable from 
the surprise dusting that wreaked 
havoc throughout the area and 
caused traffic jams on major 
roads and school buses to be de- 
layed well into the night. 

The next day trucks were 
readied for the next storm which 
arrived on Thursday. Crews were 
called out at 5 a.m. and worked 
through the day into the early 
hours of Friday morning to salt 
and plow streets and sidewalks. 

By Friday, the city’s stockpile 
was restocked with 200 tons of 


road salt. , | 


Tree City, USA 

Subject to lengthier discussion 
were matters brought up by first 
reading of an ordinance on trees 
which would meet one of the re- 
quirements for Greenbelt to be- 
come a Tree City, USA as desig- 
nated by the National Arbor Day 
Foundation. A draft application 
was submitted in December. 
Another requirement for a Tree 
City is that there must be a tree 
board or department. Thus the 
ordinance proposes an advisory 
tree committee to work with 
City Horticulturist Bill Phelan. 
Concerning such a committee, 
council then discussed how 
boards and committees are cur- 
rently appointed or constituted. 
Some councilmembers expressed

City Council Creates =; 
Millennium Task Force

At its January 10 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council created a Millennium 
Communities Task Force, heard a 
report on the Greenbelt New Year 
2000 celebration and referred a 
proposed panhandling ordinance 
to the Public Safety Advisory 
Committee for comment. 

Greenbelt New Year 2000 

Earl Kepler of the Greenbelt 
New Year Committee reported 
on the success of this year’s 
event. He reported that 948 
tickets were sold. Roughly 300 
children under five were also ad- 
mitted. The audience enjoyed 
Mayor Judith Davis’s report that 
the committee took its security 
responsibilities so seriously that 
one volunteer insisted on con- 
firming that Police Chief James 
Craze had paid before allowing 
him to enter. 

Legislation 

Council adopted an ordinance 
creating a Millennium Communi- 
ties Task Force in response to the 
White House’s Millennium Com- 
munitiés initiative calling for cit- 
ies across the country to establish 
local celebrations of history, cul- 
ture and community. The city’s 
task force is to “encourage, coor- 
dinate and promote a yearlong 
program of activities to celebrate 
the millenium year.” Four city 
advisory bodies and six volunteer 
organizations have been asked to 
name representatives to the task 
force. 

The first referral made to the 
committee, which as yet has no 
members, was a request from 
Bertram Donn. He reported that 
the United Nations (UN), at the 
request of a group of Nobel lau- 
reates, had called upon member 
States to dedicate the first decade 
of the new millennium to the 
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and additions to schools. 

Pitkin added that one percent 
of the student population is 
chronically disruptive and that 
alternative settings are needed 
for these students. A bill has 
been passed to create a task 
force now looking into this ts- 
sue. 

Green stated that he intro- 
duced a bill, which had passed, 
to bring back retired teachers, 
allowing them to keep their pen- 
sions without penalty. This bill 
brought back 220 teachers, he 
said. He revealed plans to intro- 
duce a bill this year enabling re- 
tired principals to return under 
the same program. 

Hubbard stated that a full-day 
kindergarten program is now be- 
ing considered. A bill was 
passed pertaining to additional 
funding for distressed areas, al- 
though Prince George’s County 
is not yet in the plan. Hubbard 


hopes to get that rectified. Green

teaching of peace and nonvio- 
lence. Denn asked that the task 
force include building upon the 
UN call in its mandate. 

Other Actions 

In response to complaints 
Davis has received about panhan- 
dling in Roosevelt Center, coun- 
cil referred a model. ordinance 
prohibiting aggressive panhan- 
dling to the Public Safety Advi- 
sory Committee for review and 
comment. 

Sheldon Goldberg noted that 
Jones Communications had 
dropped Baltimore Channel 54, 
the UPN affiliate saying that it 
duplicated programs on Channel 
54, the Washington, D.C. affili- 
ate. He expressed concern that 
using the same logic the com- 
pany would drop the Baltimore 
affiliates of ABC, CBS and 
NBC. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said that the city 
had received no other complaints 
about this service change. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
noted that the company was 
raising the cost of basic service 
(public access and broadcast 
channels) by 20 percent in Feb- 
ruary. . 

Council approved a revegeta- 
tion plan for Brae Brooke Drive. 
This is a dedicated right of way 
adjacent to Greenspring. In ap- 
proving Greenspring I, council 
deferred for ten years a final de- 
cision on whether to require the 
developer to construct a road in 


_ this location. The ten year pe- 


riod has now elapsed and the 
developer is required to reveg- 
etate the right-of-way. The plan 
approved by council retains ex- 
isting trees and supplements the 
existing vegetation with a com- 
bination of flowering and de- 
ciduous trees. Landscaping is to 
be completed in early spring. 
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I accepted Kevin Parker’s in- 
vitation set forth in “Letters to 
the Editor,’ Thursday, January 20, 
2000 to admire my GHI fees at 
work along the sidewalk between 
the 3 Court and the 5 Court of 
Ridge Road. I waited until night 
fell to really get the full effect of 
these eight downward shining 
light fixtures-on this formerly 
spooky part of our wonderful in- 
ner walkway system. As I en- 
tered from Ridge Road, the lights 
seemed to assure me that all ts 
well in Old Greenbelt. At the 
end of the lighted section I con- 
tinued on the sidewalk directly 
toward Crescent Road. This sec- 
tion on the gardenside of E, F, 
G, H of the 4 Court is lighted by 
the streetlights on Crescent Road. 

Because GHI is a bona fide 
cooperative, Mr. Parker can cir- 
culate a petition for signing and 
hold a whole bunch of meetings 
so that this shiny holiday present 
from GHI can be recycled to an- 
other dark and lonely sidewalk. 
Which gets me to my conclu- 
sions — I love the lights and 
maybe GHI and its army of vol- 
unteers should have circulated 
written information and held a 
couple of meetings for all the 
residents in the neighborhood be- 
fore the $2,000 was spent, as Mr. 
Parker suggested.

Greenbelt Elementary 
Gets Grant for Books 


Greenbelt Elementary School 
will be receiving 300 new books 
from a Literacy Empowerment 
Foundation Grant. The school 
only had to pay for the shipping 
of these new books. The books 
will be concentrated in the first, 
second and third grade class- 
rooms. There will be different 
genres, and the majority of the 
books will be paperback. 

According to Cynthia Hall, the 
full-time reading specialist at 
Greenbelt, “The books will be 
utilized in the classroom reading 
corners and will be read during 
the students’ free reading time. 
There will be a variety of books 
including biographies, poetry, fic- 
tion, and non-fiction. There 
should be enough books to spark 
interest in all the children and 
keep them enthusiastic about 
reading.” 

Every year Greenbelt can ap- 
ply for this grant, and next year 
Greenbelt will ask for books for 
the upper grades. 

Hall also applied and is on a 
waiting list for a federally funded 
RIF (Reading Is Fundamental, 
Inc.) grant. This grant entitles all 
the children in the school to se- 
lect and receive books three times 
a year. These books are for the 
children to personally own. 

The book selection contains all 
levels of reading materials. Hall 
said, “All books reinforce vo- 
cabulary taught in the classroom 
and increase reading comprehen- 
sion.” 

The federal government will 
pay for 75% of the cost of the 
books, and Greenbelt must make 
up the difference. Hall estimates 
Greenbelt’s cost to be about $600 
to $700 and thinks the books will 
arrive in six to 12 months. 

If any individuals or busi- 
nesses are interested in donating 
money to the cost of these books, 
please call Hall at 301-513-591T. 

According to Hall, “The com- 
munity is always invited to vol- 
unteer their time and just read to 
the children.”

Federal law requires men turn- 
ing 18 who reside in the United 
States, citizens and non-citizens 
alike, to register with Selective Ser- 
vice within 30 days of their 18th 
birthday. Male U.S. citizens reach- 
ing 18 must register regardless of 
where they live. They may find 
Internet registration is especially 
convenient for American men who 
reside overseas. 

To register on-line, a man with 
a valid Social Security number 
must connect to the Selective Ser- 
vice web site at: http:// 
www.sss.gov. After keying in his 
registration information, he clicks 
on the “submit” button and in- 
stantly receives his Selective Ser- 
vice number. Additionally, he re- 
ceives a formal acknowledgment 
postcard in the mail within two 
weeks.

Wilde’s “An Ideal Husband” st “An Ideal Husband” now playing at the Greenbelt Arts Center 


Opens at Arts Center

“One’s past is what one 1s. It 
is the only way by which 
people should be judged,” ar- 
gues Lady Gertrude Chiltern, 
one of the main characters in 
Oscar Wilde’s play “An Ideal 
Husband.” This quote, which 
director Stephen Cox chose 
among others for his program 
notes, pinpoints the key conflict 
in Wilde’s comedy about love, 
betrayal, blackmail, loyalty, for- 
giveness, and how one’s past 
influences these subjects. 

With these serious issues to 
consider, one need not forget 
that the play is in fact an ex- 
traordinarily funny comedy. It 
was written and premiered in 
London in 1894—almost simul- 
taneously with Wilde’s nowa- 
days better known “The Impor- 
tance of Being Earnest.” Both 
plays were an immense success. 

The comedies were abruptly 
canceled, however, after Wilde’s 
conviction and jail sentence in 
1895 for “gross indecency” 
when his affair with Alfred 
Douglas became known. (“Ho- 
mosexual conduct” was punish- 
able by law in Victorian En- 
gland.) 

The action of “An Ideal 
Husband” is set in London and 
begins with a ball at the house 
of Sir Robert (Stuart Fischer) 
and Lady Gertrude Chiltern 
(Kim Weaver). Mrs. Cheveley 
(Lorie Murray Sampson), an ut- 
terly immoral woman, attends 
this ball, her first in London af- 
ter a prolonged stay abroad. 
She confronts her host Sir Rob- 
ert, a politician and gentleman 
of unstained reputation, claim- 
ang that she has written progof 
of a crime he committed in his 
youth. 

Sir Robert confides in his 
best friend Sir Arthur Goring 
(Max Pugh) asking whether he 
should agree to Mrs. Cheveley’s 
terms or to tell his wife about 
his past. The story, like others 
of Wilde’s plays, is interwoven 
with several subplots and its 
humor generated by witty dia- 
logue, mistaken identity, eaves- 
dropping, and many surprises. 

The play’s cast was almost 
exclusjvealy great. Cox cast tal- 
ented and ambitious actors into 
even the minor roles. Sheilah 
Crossley-Coz (Lady Markby), 
Don Juran (The - Earl. of 
Caversham), and John Sullivan 
(Mason) earned much applause 
in their supporting roles. 

The production further re- 
warded minor characters like 
Angela Pugh’s Mrs. 
Marchmount and Kelly 
Newman’s Countess of Basildon 
with the director’s original idea 


to dress his actors in servants’ 
attire during scene changes. 
During these changes, the “ser- 
vants” became stage hands, 
transforming this usually te- 
dious intermission into an op- 
portunity for the audience to 
chuckle. Most of the main char- 
acters were also excellent. Lori 
Murray Sampson as the antago- 
nist Mrs. Cheveley was superb 
in this difficult role. She man- 
aged to be seductive and cun- 
ning, as well as charming and 
vicious. Stuart Fischer as Sir 
Robert amazed the audience 
with a flawless British accent 
and a perfect stiff-upper-lip 
“English gentleman attitude.” 

Kim Weaver as_ Lady 
Gertrude acted her role with all 
the required nuances. She con- 
veyed her love and compassion 
for her husband as well as her 
inner conflict about whether she 
could forgive him. Shannon 
Farias as Mabel Chiltern, Sir 
Robert’s sister and Lord 
Goring’s sweetheart, acted as 
silly and cute as was appropri- 
ate for this role. 

Max Pugh’s performance as 
Lord Goring, however, had one 
wondering. His portrait of a 
Victorian philanderer was too 
naive and playful, even for a 
dandy like Goring. This dis- 
tracted notably and took some 
getting used to—especially if 
one liked Rupert Everett’s mas- 
culine portrayal of Lord Goring 
in the 1999 movie version of 
“An Ideal Husband” by Oliver 
Parker. Although the set was 
well designed by Stephen Cox 
(the Arts Center borrowed some 
of the beautiful Victorian furni- 


ture from generous theater sup- , 


porters), the stage balance was 
a problem at first. A love seat, 
prominently placed center stage 
in the first act, for example, 
was almost the sole place of 
action during the initial half 
hour. In the subsequent acts, 
howeyer, set and props were 
much more evenly and cre- 
atively used. 

Susan Schulman’s costumes 
were very ambitions—beautiful, 
silly, or outlandish—whatever 
was appropriate for scene and 
character. The: lighting design 
by Jim Robertson worked well 
in a production that kept.shed- 
ding light on something or 
someone.

the view that city policy with 
respect to committees should 
be reviewed and/or made the 
subject of a worksession. 
Whether a GHI Woodlands 
Committee member should au- 
tomatically be part of the tree 
committee was discussed but 
not decided. 

Assisted Living 

On the matter of assisted 
living in Greenbelt, Assisted 
Living Task Force Vice-Chair 
Alexander Barnes summarized 
the group’s interim report. He 
said the task force recom- 
mends that the City of 
Greenbelt hire a Community 
Resource Advocate. Among 
other duties, the position 
would provide information to 
the council, be the central 
point of contact for council 
and provide information and 
referrals on assisted living. 
The mayor clarified that the 
advocate would deal not only 
with senior citizen needs but 
also with the needs of tempo- 
rarily disabled Greenbelt resi- 
dents. She noted that the mat- 
ter will be considered in up- 
coming budget discussions. 

Museum Grant Application 

Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum president Sandra 
Lange sought council’s support 
for FOGM’s grant application 
to the Maryland Historica! 
Trust Heritage Museum Pro- 
gram. The grant would cover 
70 percent of the cost of the 
full-time position of curator 
the first year. The grant 
amount would decrease each 
year. After three years, the 
city would have to fully fund 
the curator position, which 
would fall under the City of 
Greenbelt, not FOGM. 
McLaughlin proposed that the 
Curator also serves as a 
“point” person for the city’s 
expected involvement in the 
Anacostia Trail Heritage Area 
and heritage tourism as well as 
give the city greater focus on 
historic matters. 

By a vote of 4 to 1, coun- 
cil decided to authorize the 
mayor to send a letter to ac- 
company the FOGM grant ap- 
plication. However, further 
consideration is to be given to 
FOGM’s proposals during the 
budget process, and City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin was 
asked to prepare a job descrip- 
tion for the proposed curator. 

Other Actions 

Councilmember Thomas 
White described his attendance 
at a Prince George’s County 
Block Grant Advisory Commit- 
tee meeting and noted that 
Greenbelt has requested 
$100,000 in block grant funds 
for three projects. 

Council approved the nego- 
tiated purchase from Fortran 
Corporation, paid by federal 
public safety funds, to provide 
voicemail to the police depart- 
ment. 

Possible purchase by the 
city of a permanent or mobile 
presentation stage for Labor 
Day or other festival use was 
the subject of another agenda 
item which will be given con- 
sideration in upcoming budget 
discussions after a needs as- 
sessment study is made. Rick 
Ransom and Wayne Williams 
were present to encourage 
council to purchase a stage. 
They explained the background 
and why such a facility is 
needed and answered council’s 
questions. 


Fourth Graders Learning 
Cartooning from Kochell 


by Helene Taylor 

George Kochell is a visiting 
artist who teaches a weekly 
multi-media class to Nicole 
Tabron’s fourth grade class at 
Greenbelt Elementary School. 
The class meets every Friday 
for two hours of instruction and 
creativity. 

The multi-media class covers 
all aspects and types of 
cartooning. They have studied 
daily comic strips, and on Janu- 
ary 14 the class was learning 
and drawing weekly comic 
strips while a reporter from the 
Washington Post’s Prince 
George’s County section ob- 
served. Kochell had the class 
contrast the differences between 
the two types of strips and 
taught them the importance of 
reading from left to right and 
stated that the students can't 
stop drawing and writing until 
they have used all eight differ- 
ent boxes to tell a story. He 
also emphasized the importance 
of titles, main characters and 
supporting characters, and space 
orientation. He left it up to the 
young cartoonists to decide if 
they wanted to create an origi- 
nal character or continue with 
their characters from their daily 
strips. The children will even- 
tually use a scanner on their 
artwork and will post their 
work on a web page and create 
presentations on computers. 
Kochell states that ideas are not 
limited to paper. 

Kockell also incorporates the 
school curriculum into his 
weekly class and plans his class 
by following Tabron’s lesson 
plans. For instance, Tabron’s 
class study theme was Super 
Sleuths, taught through the lit- 
erature series and writing 
projects such as writing a 
sample case. Kochell then 
helped the children design de- 
tective business cards using 
graphic arts skills. He also 
went with the students to the 
Capital Children’s Museum 
where they toured the Cave Art 
exhibit, Animation Floor and the 
Progression of ABC’s exhibit. 

Tabron said, “The students 


are always excited and look 
forward to the multi-media 
class. The vocabulary dis- 
cussed in the class and the pro- 
cess of producing comic strips 
crosses over and is integrated 
into the regular classroom 
work. I just wished more 
classes could participate with 
Kochell.” 

Kochell is presently teaching 
two separate classes on anima- 
tion and cartooning at the 
Greenbelt Community Center 
through the Greenbelt Associa- 
tion for Visual Arts (GAVA) 
and co-sponsored by Greenbelt 
Access Television. In addition 
he is teaching cartooning at 
Howard County Community 
College and at the Montpelier 
Cultural Arts Center. 

Program Financed by Mobil 

The program at Greenbelt 
Elementary School is financed 
directly through the Greenbelt 
Service Center/Mobil’s Wednes- 
day Fuel for Schools program. 
On Wednesdays for every gal- 
lon of gasoline bought, a penny 
is distributed to St. Hugh’s and 
Greenbelt Elementary Schools. 
This averages $45 to $50 per 
month to each school to be dis- 
tributed as the school wishes. 
At Greenbelt the money is 
spent on a combined visual arts 
program consisting of Kochell’s 
class and visiting artist Barbara 
Simon’s ceramic classes for all 
the second grade classes. This 
year’s ceramic classes will begin 
again in February. Greenbelt 
Service Center/Mobil has been 
contributing money to the local 
schools since October 1997. In 
October 1998 Greenbelt also re- 
ceived $500 from the Mobil 
Corporation Educational Alli- 
ance Grant, which went through 
the Greenbelt Service Center/ 
Mobil to fund Greenbelt’s ce- 
ramic classes. 

From February through 
March GAVA will be hosting at 
Greenbelt Community Center 
an exhibit from Kochell’s vari- 
ous programs, and visitors will 
be able to see art from 
Greenbelt Elementary School’s 
multi-media class.

stated that tobacco money is 
available. He also indicated 
that a bill is pending to get 
more nurses in the school sys- 
tem. 

At this point Greenbelt 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
was introduced. He stated that 
Superintendant Dr. Iris T. Metts 
is a “breath of fresh air” and 
that she is making herself ac- 
countable. “When are we go- 
ing to make ourselves account- 
able? What can we do? Do 
we need a statewide plan?” ~ 

Hubbard stated that the su- 
perintendent has allocated $25 
million for teachers in her pro- 
posed budget, with an emphasis 
on recruitment. A bill passed 
last year that grants $3,000 a 
year for teacher scholarships. 
This year a bill will be intro- 
duced raising the scholarships 
to $7,000 a year, and to $9,000 
for special needs areas. 
Hubbard would like to amend 
that bill to include students 
who go to out-of-state colleges, 
as long as they agree to come 
back to Maryland to teach. 

A concerned citizen raised 


_ the issue of transportation prob- 


lems, asking if a study could be 
done to move people around 
without widening highways. 
Senator Green cited the Smart 
Ridership Program, which has 
been planned to attract more 
riders. Delegate Pitkin stated 
that Maryland has a goal 
wherein ten percent of state 
workers would be teleworking 
by 2010, which should help to 
alleviate the transportation 
problem. 

Another citizen spoke, ad- 
dressing several issues, includ- 
ing taxes, privatization of the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC), educa- 
tion, and universal health care. 
Conroy, replying to the tax is- 
sue, said, “We are probably go- 
ing to eliminate the inheritance 
tax this year.” 

Hubbard answered the 
privatization issue, addressing 
the efficiency of WSSC in the 
last two years (they’re under 
more control, they’re reporting 
to more people, and the rates 
have not increased). “I don’t 
think you’re ever going to see 
the WSSC privatized, but what 
you are going to see is the Cap 
Plus programs...become more 
efficient,” he said. 

Green stated that he is a 
sponsor of the inheritance tax 
repeal. He further stated that 
funding private schools is not a 
constitutional issue. Maryland 
gives $36 million for private 
colleges. Bond rgoney is also 
given to subsidize people that 
go to private colleges. Lunches 
and bus; transportation for pri- 
vate schools are subsidized as 
well. 

Green further noted that he 
served on the Governor’s can- 
cer control committee. With 
the help of doctors on the com- 
mittee, it was recommended to 
the governor that $100,000 be 
put in the budget to study uni- 
versal health care for Maryland. 
The governor did not act on it, 
but there will be a bill in An- 
napolis to look at this plan. 

Taxing Authority 

Another citizen raised the is- 
sue of the financing of public 
education, addressing the ques- 
tion of alternatives for funding. 
She cited Catherine Smith, a 
member of the Prince George’s 
County School Board, who said 


that the board should have 
separate financing and the abil- 
ity to tax for education. 

Pitkin replied by stating that 
if the funding doesn’t come 
from the county, “We have to 
get it from the state, we have 
to increase economic develop- 
ment, and we have to get it 
from the federal government.” 
She further commented that the 
principle that the board could 
tax would improve accountabil- 
ity. “It is the ultimate account- 
ability that those who spend it 
have to raise it.” 

Conroy commented that she 

was in favor of the school 
board having the autonomy to 
have taxing authority. 
- Another citizen spoke, stat- 
ing that one-third of the 
nation’s citizens rely on alter- 
native health care, such as 
yoga, meditation, prayer, spiri- 
tual healing and herbal rem- 
edies. He would like to see 
these kinds of alternatives con- 
sidered in the health care sys- 
tem. Pitkin replied that a com- 
mission had looked into it. 
One major health insurer is 
now covering some alternative 
health care. 

Brick spoke again, asking 
about plans for teleworking, 
and describing fire alarms with 
lights for the disabled. Ad- 
dressing the teleworking issue, 
Pitkin stated that the legislators 
are looking at giving incentives 
to employers. In addition, a 
bill to increase the availability 
of satellite work centers was 
passed, starting with the Na- 
tional Guard partnering with 
the legislature. A bill that did 
not pass was to get a computer 
in every home but is being 
considered again this year. On 
the fire alarm issue, she will 
fook toward hetping to tand 
their availability. 

Putens addressed education 
and the TRIM issue. He stated 
that TRIM would have a 
chance to be repealed if the 
voters could count on the saved 
money going directly into edu- 
cation and public safety. 

Pitkin wrapped up, saying 
there will be a bill to put citi- 
zen members on the Legislative 
Ethics Committee. Regarding 
the $1.5 billion tobacco settle- 
ment money, she reported that 
Prince George’s County has 
had a committee meeting for a 
year. The committee wants all 
of the county’s portion to go to 
health care, prevention, and 
programs under the Center for 
Disease Control’s guidelines. 

Hubbard concluded by say- 
ing that this past year he has 
focused on education and will 
continue to focus on education 
for the current year. Green 
stated that the legislature will 
be looking at the juvenile jus- 
tice system as well as the en- 
tire criminal system this year. 

As he closed the meeting, 
Green stated that other than 
education, the number one is-
